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THE CITY HALL 
PROBLEM. 


. Although few tears will be shed 
over the passing of the City Hall, 
now doomed bectuse it has had 
ita day. an important issue is 
raised now that the Colony is 
faced with the prospect of having 
no public building. It is true 
that latterly the theatre and public 
rooms remained largely 
unused, partly due to the univit- 
ing interior of the block and 
partly by reason of new facilities 
having been provided by modern 
cinemas for travelling theatricn! 
ecompinies and music stars occa- 
sionally visiting © the Colony. 
None the less, no city can be 
without a public hall of some 
hind, and.there does exist a real 
need for some such building in 
Hongkong. Where else, it may be 
asked, ure new Governors to be 
publicly welcomed on arrival, 
or distinguished visitors recefved? 
When the Prince of Wales visited 
the Colony, it became necessary to 
erect a special pavilion in which 
to hold the functions at which he 
figured. That was, becouse the 
City Hall was totally inadequate 
for the purpose, Had the Colony 
been properly served, there would 
haye ‘been no necessity for in- 
curring the expenditure Involved 
in making this provision. ‘Ad- 
mittedly, Royalty docs not. often 
come to Hongkong, but there are 
other occasions when a_ public 
hall is a necessity, and, if the 
truth be told, the Colony has 
in recent years had its activities 
much circumscribed because of 
the lack of a auitable building in 
which to hold concerts and other 
gatherings. 

So long aa the City Halt stood, 
there was practically no alterna- 
tive but to put up with what.wo 
had. Now that it is to be closed

Latterly, how- 
ever, the committee has found its 
funds becoming exhausted, und, 
quite naturally, it has not felt 
disposed to carry on. In view of 
the delapidated condition of the 
building, the committee has en- 
denvoured ‘to get the Government 


‘}to assume responsibility for any 


untoward happening, but in this 
it has. foiled. In the circum- 
atances, there is'no alternative but 
to clone the building, which, pre- 
sumably, goex to the Government 
when it resumes possession of the 
site. 

However the mntter be looked 
at, it. would appear that the next 
move must lie with the Govern- 
ment. Apart from the fact that 
a fast-decaying, unoccupied block 
of buildings cannot be allowed to 
remain standing until it collapses, 
a responsibility-does rest on the 
nuthorities to see that the Colony 
ix provided with n suitable pubiic 
meeting-pluce. What we need, of 
course, if o thoroughly up-to-date 
assembly hall, with amaller rooms 
suitable for chamber music, com- 
mittee meetings, ete. together 
with a real public _ library, a 
worth-while museum and, maybe, 
an art gallery which could, in- 
Gidentally, house the Chater Col- 
lection. The provision of the 
necessary funds is a difficulty, of 
course, but surely} public spirit 


is as much alive now as it was 
when the present building was 
erected. Government aid, plus 
public subscriptions, ought to 
make the project possible. -Be 
that as it may, the matter cannot 
be left where’ it now is. The 
publie will await with interést a 
statement of Government ‘policy. 


Reparations Disappointment. 


The: British Government have 
taken the initiative in calling a 
reparations conference by suggest- 
ing a meeting at Lausanne  six- 
teen days hence and have, at the 
same time, rabbed the proposed 
gathering of lasting importance by 
abandoning all idea of effecting a 
permanent settlement.. No doubt 
the obstacles were formidable; pos- 
sibly Impossible to overcome; but 
it is disappointing to find. that the 
Prime Minister has consented to 
surrender the atand he adopted a 
week or two ago without, appar- 
ently, offering. battle.. Were there 
any hope that Lausanne would re- 
sult in wiping out the worst of the 
grim legacies of the war, relief 
would be felt in financial centres 
throughout the world, the panic 
conversion. of foreign funds into 
gold would cense, the business re- 
vival could be considered well be- 
gun. Economists of ‘all countrics 
have declared that the huge trans- 
ference of capital involved In‘ re- 
parations and war debts stands de- 
finitely In the way of trade recovery. 
The Advisory Committee undur the 
Young Plan expressed the firm con- 
viction that the adjustment of War 
debts.and reparations, without de- 
lay, is the only step capable of res- 
toring lasting confidence. That the 
adjustment should. also be lasting 
was, of course, the first principle 
of this dictum. Warning was given’ 
of an even greater catastrophe if 
the steps taken to rectify the de- 
ficiencics of existing arrangements 
are not adequate. Unfortunately, 
France has. firmly , obstructed the 
pathway to-a general comprehen- 
sive settlement and, judging by the 
official statement; Britain has at 
this stage decided to sedk a way 
round rather than a means to press |

Important Third-Party 
Decision. 


An important decisien with 
regard to third-party =omotor In- 
surance was given in a case which 
came before the House of Lords 
In mail week. The appellant was 
Captain John Creagh Rogerson, 
South Street, Park Lane, W., and 
the respondents the Scottish 
Automobile and General Insur- 
noce Co, Ltd. Captain Rogerson 
took out a motor-car  inaurance 
policy, which covered claims by 
the public. and his legal lability 
in yeapect of his use “of any 
motor-car (other than a hired cnr) 
provided that auch car is at tha 
time ‘of the accident being used 
instend of tho Insured car.” With- 
out informing. the insurance com. 
puny, Captain Rogerson exchanged 
his car for one with a saloon 
body, and shortly afterwards was 
fuvolved in an acetdent, as a result 
of which an injured woman 
obtained judgment against him 
for £2,300, :

Tho fnsurance company repu- 
diated liability on the ‘ground 
that tho substituted cur was not 
being used instead of the Insured 
They contended that the 
protection afforded in respect of 
the use of any 
than the insured enr was Intended | 
to apply to temporary or occasional 
use only, Mr. Justice Rocho 
decided in’ favour of Captain 
Rogerson, but the Court of Appeal 
reversed this judyment. Without 
calling on counsel for the in-' 
surance company, their Lordships 
dismissed’ the appeal, Lord 
Buckmaster said that it was his 
opinion that the clause assumed 
that there was an insured cnr, 
the use of which, if an accident 
arose, ‘would entitle the assured 
to the benefit of the policy. If 
instend of the car nnother was 
used jn its-place that would he 
entitled to the same privilege as 
the original car, but it was not 
intended to make it possible to

Tho trite old adage that a atitch 
in time saves nino applies to 
nothing with greater force. than 
it doca to the motor-car, 

Apart from overy other conal- 
doration, this doing -of little 
Jobs’ of maintenance represents 
economy, and to carry out con- 
nistently the advice to do it now 
Will save a considerable amount 
of moncy. : 

There is a type of car-ownor 
who gives me a creepy feeling 
whenever I hear him and his 
fellows discuss motor-cara, They 
vie with each other in boasting 
of’ tho extraordinary mileagea 
they have achioved “without ever 
opening the tool-box, old chap.” 


There's No Such Thing? 


» This one has done 15,000 miles 
without putting a spanner on a 
nut. Tho next one goen a bit 
better and has done 20,000 miles 
without decarbonisting his engine 
—and It is running just as well ns 
ever It did! Yet another haa not 
found it-necesanry to change the 
oil in the sump for something 
prodigious in the way of mileage 
yet the car runs better than 
when it was new! 

The answer fn something Hke 
that of the farmer who, secing a 
giraffe for the first time, said: 
“There nin’t no sich animal.” 
Cars don't run botter—nor-na well 
~-under such treatment. They 
very definitely run a lot worse. 

Tf you own a big car, with a lot 
of rexerve power, you may think 
it runs ax well as it did. but have 
you. troubled to check petrol 
mileage? If you did, you would 
find that it js running a lot worse 
thon jt should. Moreover, it Ss 
rapidly qualifying for a lone visit 
to ita maker's works, with its 
inevitable accompaniment of a ble 
bill for the corisequent overhaul. 


An Object of Contempt 


Should the car be of a ‘smaller, 
lens powerful type, the results of 
neglect and misuse will be more 
apparent—a marked falling off In 
performance, with much conse- 
quent vexation of spirit. 

What, to anyone with a “car 
sense,” can he worse than to be 
easily passed by a car of similar 
make and nominal power, and ta 
feel that the other fellow has con- 
tempt in his heart for the Idle. 
careless owner who just lete 
things go until the results cannot 
be any longer tgnorad? I shoul’ 
simply hate myself—if. I coul? 
imagine mysel’ letting’ a car fal! 
off through negloct. ‘ 

It is a matter of elementary 
motoring knowledge that engine: 
require periodical decarboniantion. 
but the question of how often’ is 
n matter almnat of {diosynerasy 
Two motors of identical make and 
tyne will behave quite differently. 

One may reaufre attention every 
2.000 or 8,000. miles,. while the 
other mav not khow atgns of re- 
quiring “decoking” in fiva thov- 
sand. There is no other golden 
role in thia connxion then tn 
watch for symptoms of “pinking”

A Job that Pays for Dolng. 


The explanation is simple. In 
the low-compreasion engine therc 
ik more room for the carbon 
loposit to build tp before increas: 
ing the compression to the point 
at which the. fue! mixture {s com- 
pressed to detonation point, with 
congequent “pinking’” and lowered 
performance. i : 

It is obvious, therefore, that i 
you own & sports -modol car you 
will have to undertake decarboni- 
sation more often than if you owr 
a car of the “family” type, The 
point Is, whatever tho car, decar. 
bonising In a job that pays for 
doing before it ts demonstrably 
necesrary, 

Without Inying down any rule, 
I should any ‘that the avernge 
engine . of the. sports type 
should should ' undergo the 
operation very tio thousand 
miles, and the other certainly 
every ‘five thousand at lcast— 
prefcrably every four thousand. 

I fay this down as a rough 
guide, because, apart.from getting 
rid of the carbon deposit, the 
valves and their scating will 
require attention and regrinding. 

Neglect will mean that the valva 
faces and seatinga will probably 
become badly burnt and pitted, 
and what should be an easy job 
din the home garage will becoma 
one for the workshop, with con- 
sequent expense. Tappet clear- 
ances will) need checking and 
adjustment, which can be donc 
while the cylinder head is off for 
decarbonising. |. 

Another point that should be 
checked while this is being done 
fa the condition of the valvo 
‘ guldes, fn the case of engines with 
side valves, Very often a bad 
falling off in nerformance can ,be 
traced to worn valve-guides, 
through which an excessive 
amount of air finds ingross to the 


motor, upsetting the carburation 


and thua causing oa marked loss 
of power, 

In the case of the modern on- 
gine, with its detachablo cylinder 
‘head, these Jols are by no means 
lengthy operations. Far ‘different 
was it when we had to remove a 
solid cylinder block and, when 
decarbonising was finished, got it 
back into position. after getting 
all the piatona neatly each Into its 
own, cylinder. 

Yet there was one compensation 
‘for the extra work. this entailed, 
We did sometimes get ao sight of 
the rings and to check any slight 
wear on gudgeon-pin and big-end 
Senrings, However, thanks to 
better lubrication systems ‘and 
‘etter lubricants, such complete 
‘napection {a seldom necessary 
moro than once ina season in tho 
zase of the modern car. 

Whenever the motor {s opened 
up for these little jobs, the sum” 
should be dratned and new. oil 
substituted for the old. In this 
ronnexfon I eannot stress ton 
stronzly the advice to use nothing 
but the of! recommended by the 
makers of. the car, or, if this not} 
obtainable onthe snot, none ‘but 
1 first-class brand of known 
excellence.

A Frenchman's 


Novel Invention. 


DS 


It-{is hardly necessary to xe 
buck very far into the years of 
last century to find the carliest 
attempts at 9 running -railway 
trains, looked upon, at the time, 
as death-dealing devices, the ure 
of which was.anything but advis- 
able. Yet it takes a considerable 
effort of imagination to realise the 
deep changes, this method of 
locomotion has brought about in 
the habits of mankind during the 
last 8O years. 

It seems impossible, indeed, to 
measure the co-efficient of activity 
imparted thereby to trade 
throughout the world and to 
gauge the extent of its contribu. 
tion to the general welfare of 
mankind. : 

Since the War, however, & very 
definite movement has progres- 
sively set in and the railway, by 
reason ‘of the ‘disadvantages 
attaching to it, has founa in the 
motor-cur a serious competitor. 
The setting in motion and the 
hauling of a train at great speed 
by a locomotive is based upon the 
ndherence of, the wheels to the 
roils, and in consequence of the 
rigidity. of those two organs, the 
perfect contact that is needed can 
only be obtained by increasing the 
weight of the angine relatively to 
the size of the traina to be hauled 
hence the conatant atriving after 
vreater weight in proportion te 
the progressive heaviness or num 
ber of the carriages and to the 
increase in apeed. 

Pneumatic Tyres. 

-Conacauentlv, for’many vears 
past, efforts havo been made to 
discover a.meana of locomotion 
unattonded by. the -aforesald dis- 
advantages. After two years of 
exrorimental work the problem is 
claimed to have.been solved. by 1 
erent French industriglist, M. 
Marcel Michelin, who, by dint of 
hard work, has now been able to 
submit to railwav technicians a 
train-on pneumatic tyres, known 
as the “Micholine.” a ; 

A “Micholine” is an auto-car 
with tyres fitting into the ralls, 


a"-to which, as.q:primary advantage, 


they adhere much more closely 
than the metal flanges of a rail- 
way engine. Indeed, assuming a 
co-eflicient of.0.2 to.represent the 
adherence of steel to. steel, the 
adherence of rubber to steel is 
three times as great, being as 
high as 0.6, thus avoiding the 
necessity of using vehicles of 
great weight. : 

It this becomes possible to 
effect a considerable reduction in 
the dead-welght per passenger. 
which is brought down to 175 
kilogrammes instead of 1.16 kilo- 
grammes. Furthermore, every 
precaution has been taken to 
avoid any accident resulting from 
the bursting of the tyres; every 
wheel is provided with a special 
device preventing It, in the case 
of n burat, from sinking more 
than one centimetre. 

The experiment ‘has: been tricd 
at a speed of 90 kilometres per 
hour, without any damage to the 
“Micheline,” which: ran 9 on 
smoothly to the next station. 

Absence of Noise. 

The “Michclino,” already fitted 
for a regular service, easily main- 
tains a speed of 90 kilometres per 
hour, at a general average of 80 
kilometres. And, whereas a 
train takes 1.500 metres to attain 
a svecd of 80 kilometres an -hour 
and onc Kilometre to pull to a 
stop when running at that apeed, 
the “Micheline” requires but 600 
metres nt the start’ and a bare 
1100 metres to pull up. 

This js an additional and very 
appreclable advantage, for it 
menns that under normal condi- 
tions motor-vehicles on rafla aro 
able to-travo] “at alight,” like 
motor-cars on roads, slowing up 
at level crossings, and dispensing 
with the complicated system of 
signals needed. for present-day 
trains. : A ee 

It is stated that the perfectinr 
of this invention constitutes an 
{mprovemont such as.the rallwavs 
have not witnossed since the dis- 
covory.of the: locomotive, and 
marks a diatinct nhase in the his- 
\.tory-of the railway. one.

MANCHESTER GUARDIAN’S 
. GRAND OLD MAN. 


MR. C. P. SCOTT PASSES. 


is, London, Jan. 1. 
The death, has occured of Mr. 
C. P. Scott, the Governing Direc- 
tor of the Manchester Guardian 
nnd one of | Britain’s most 
famous journalists. 


Mr, Charles Prestwich Scott 
wan 86 years of age, The youngest 
son of Mr. Russell Scott he was born 
at Bath, of stock that had come 
from the South of England for 
two hundred years. 


Hdueated at Corpus Christi 
College, Oxford, he gradunted in 
1BG69 with first class honours, His 
Jong journalistic career avas begun 
on the Scotamen under Mr. Russell 
and in 1871 he went to the Manches- 
ter Guardian, which was owned by 
Mr. J.B. ‘Taylor, his brether-in- 
Inw. In 1872 he became editor 
and after the dealth of Mr, Taylor 
in 1905 the prineipal proprietor, tn 
1805 he was returned to Parlia- 
ment ‘for the Leigh Divislon as a 
Liberal and represented that con- 
stituency till 1906, 


A Leading Paper. 


Mr. Scott made the Guardian 
one of the leading newspapers of 
the world, He owas a friend of 
Mr. Gladstone, and political leaders | 
often sought fis counsel, Always! 
in advance of the time, be bad in 
many cases. the sativfauction oof 
seving the realisation of the aims 
for whieh he had worked, When 
he heename editor, he gathered 
veut him the first ot it 
verdes of HrOUps of bril- 
liant young Oxford men wwho 
contributed the leaders and special 
articles, He was an early Home 
Ituler cand a bellever in’ votes for 
women, and epposed the Boer War 
at the peril of the paper's existence, 
When President Wilson visited | 
England, he went to Manchester to 
see Mr, Seott and declared after- 
wards that the most) interesting 
man he had met in England was 
Seott of the Guardian, Even after 
renching the “nllotted span’? he 
was still inapiring and participating 
in the work of his paper. Every 
member of his stalf was personally 
appointed by him. With strength 
of character he combined a charm- 
ing old-world courtesy. 


Striking Tributes. 


The centenary of the foundation 
of the paper was celebrated in 
1921) by a dioner-te | Mr. Scott 
attended hy eminent men of alt 
parties, His 80th birthday = in 
1926 was the occasion of i still 
more striking tribute.

Manchester Geographical Society 
‘on “Persia and tho Ol. Industry” 
on Noy, 24, Colonel Groy, the 
prosident .in introducing “Sir 
Arnold, said he was in a unigue 
position to address them since ‘he 
hads served in Persia In many 
enpacitica. Sir Arnold had been 
in the Indian army stationed .in 
Persia, in the political service, had 
been n momber-of an important 
delimitation uf frontiers commis- 
salon, had served in the war undor 
General Maude, and afterwards 
had become general manager of 
the Anglo-Persian Oil Company.
